If  you  succeed,  if  mc  >uccee(l.  in  luiildiiifj  and 
estaltli-liinn  thai  ln-idfiC  i  e(\veeii  tiie  |-eople>,  then  we  shall  have 
taken  the  iir>t  o^enlial  >1ep  on  tiie  pathway  whicli  leads  to  that 
world  of  oui-  dreams,  a  world  of  peace  and  justice.
